If Rhee Says OK 


President Syngman Rhee last night maintained a 
grim silence on whether he will approve a draft agree- 
ment for reciprocal release of detainees which had been 
negotiated by his own representatives in Tokyo after

As officials here counted on 
their fingers the number of 
hours left before Prime Minis- 
ter Kishi’s departure for the 
U.S. tomorrow night, they still 
did not know this morning 
whether Rhee’s reply would 
come in time for Kishi to sign 
the agreement. 

Yesterday afternoon, the ROK 
Minister to Japan, Yui Tai Ha, 
flew with the draft agreement 
from Seoul to Chinhae and ask- 
ed for the Chief Executive's ap- 
proval. By that time, Tokyo 
still hoped it would be possible 
for Kishi and ROK Ambassador 
Kim Yu Taik to sign the agree- 
ment sometime today. 

But as no word came from 
Chinhae or Seoul, doubts grew 
that Kishi would be able to fly 
off to the U.S. with a fresh dip- 
lomatic victory in his briefcase: 
closer relations between Japan 
and South Korea. 

Foreign Office sources said 
this morning that if and when 
Rhee gives the green light, the 
agreement could also be signed 
by Deputy Prime Minister Mitsu- 
jiro Ishii, who is to act as Pre- 
mier while Kishi is away. 

These sources said even if 
President Rhee’s reply reached 
Japan by this morning, routine 
procedures would delay the 
signing until sometime tomor- 
row, maybe shortly before Kishi 
takes off for the U.S. from the 
Tokyo International Airport. 

The Korean envoy carried 

to Rhee a draft agreement ap- 
proved after a 10-hour marathon: 
session in Tokyo late Thursday 
night. Japanese top officials and 
ROK Ambassador Kim Yu Taik 
approved the draft after Japan 
had met ilth-hour Korean de- 
mands for revisions. 

But the sources pointed out 
‘that President Rhee may still 
decide to wreck the agreement 
negotiated by his representa- 
tives in Tokyo. « 

However, the same sources 
expected that the Japanese com- 
promise plan, which involves 
“drastic concessions,” will satis- 
fy the Korean side, 

If the agreement is not signed 
now, they said, negotiations will 
have to start all over again. 

But the signing of an accord 
would not automatically free the 
detainees. The actual release is 
expected to be carried out some- 
time between late Jui; and 
early August.

Flu Claims 
3 in Tokyo 
And Kyushu 


The nationwide influenza epi- 
demic has claimed thé lives. of 
a little girl and a high school 
student in Tokyo and another 
high school student in Kokura, 
Kyushu. 

The Tokyo Metropolitan 
Health Bureau announced yes- 
terday Chieko Kunitomo, 6, of 
Tamagawa, died Wednesday 
two days after she was stricken 
with the flu. Teruo Komiya, 
15, of Nishi Komatsugawa died 
Tuesday, also after a t 
fight against the disease. 
From Kokura came reports 
that Seiko Kudo, 13, died in a 
hospital after developing a brain 
tumor in addition to influenza. 

In Tokyo, 83 more schools re- 
ported mass outbreaks of the 
epidemic, raising the total num- 
ber of flu stricken schools to 
2,066. This is over 70 per cent 
of the total number of schools 
in Tokyo from kindergarten 
through high schools. 

A total of 725 schools in To- 
kyo were closed as of yesterday 
due to the outbreak of influenza 
among students, according to re- 
ports to the Metropolitan Edu- 
cation Board. 

Of the 725 schools, 339 were 
primary schools, 189 senior high 
schools, 151 junior high schools, 
30 kindergartens, 14 special 
schools and two colleges. 

The Tokyo Metropolitan 
Health Bureau has instructed 
schools to ‘make afflicted stu- 
dents stay away from classes for 
at least four days—the mini- 
mum quarantine period requir- 
ed for preventing the spread of 
the epidemic.

Big Powers 
Nearest to 
Accord Since 
’45: Stassen 


LONDON (AP)—Harold Stas- 
sen said Friday on his return 
here for the disarmament talks 
that the big powers are nearer 
to a first step agreement on 
arms than they have been since 
World War Il. 

Stassen, president Eisen- 
hower’s personal representative 
at the disarmament talks told 
reporters at London Airport: 

“We are nearer to an agree- 
ment for the first step than we 
have been at amy time in the 
last 11 years. ; 

“Some difficult problems 
main. Part of the major prob- 
lems has been overcome, but a 
few major ones remain. 

“After all, the first step is the 
most difficult, which is verified 
by the fact that it has been 
1l years a laid.” 

Stassen said he had come 
baek from conferences in Wash- 
ington to continue efforts to es- 
tablish a “sound, safeguarded 
first-step agreement which we 
believe will improve prospects 
of lasting peace.” 

“I believe that as the govern- 
ments of various countries con- 
tinue their talks they will de- 
cide it is to their mutual in- 
terest to enter such a first-step 
agreement, 

“If that (first step) is worked 
out I believe the following steps

Tokyo, Bonn 
Plan Atomic

BONN (AP)—Japan and West 
Germany agreed Thursday to at- 
tempt to work out a program of 
mutual exchange information 
and scientific development in 
the peaceful use of atomic en- 
ergy. 

The two former Axis allies 
issued a joint communique 
stressing “the spirit of German- 
Japanese cooperation” et the 
conelusion of a two-day visit to 
Bonn by a. five-man Japanese 
delegation headed by that coun- 
try’s atomic energy chief, Koi- 
chi Uda.

On the other hand, some sec 
tions of the Japanese people 
would like to see the treaty 
abrogated independently, of Ja- 
pan’s efforts for defense build- 
up, and have United States 
forces. withdraw from this 
country. 

However, it is unlikely that 
Japan-U.S. talks in Washington 
will -develop in either of the 
two directions under present 
circumstances. 

Then, we are afraid that the 
United States may force Japan 
to accept atomic weapons to in- 
tegrate Japan into the U.S. 
strategy. 

The Prime Minister's vague 
statements on this question 
at the close of the last, Diet 
session have roused widespread 
anxieties among the Japanese 
people that U.S. atomic task 
forces may be stationed in Ja 
pan and that Japan’s self-de- 
fense forces may be equipped 
with nuclear weapons.

(AP)—Josef Cardinal Frings, the arch- 
ck from a month's visit to Japan, said 
that nation’s “time-honored traditions and 


usages are beginn to crumble away.” 
“Foreign anne Be are largely to blame,” Frings said in an 


interview. 

He spdke of American infiu- 
encés in particular, saying “the 
Americans have not only done 
good in Japan...” 

Asked to pursue that line, the 
Cardinal said he thought it best 
to drop the subject. 

Frings, spiritual leader of 
some .25 million Roman Catho- 
lics in West Germany, said that 
during. his visit to Japan and 
Korea he found signs of rapid 
church. growth in both coun- 
tries, 

In Hiroshima, for instance, 
“the number of Catholics today 
is ten times as great as it was 
a decade ago.” 

“One reason for the Church’s 
rapid growth is the religious 
freedom that exists in Japan,” 
Frings said. “Another is the ex- 
cellent-church workers we have 
there. Church work in Japan 
is difficult. In Korea, it is much 
easier.” 

He noted that in Japan, “every 
single soul has to be won 
through a long and hard strug- 
gie. It is hard work, requiring 
great patience and considerable 
human understanding.” 

He said he found Japan in 
the midst of “a great crisis” 
under the influence of Western 
innovation. 


And he was inclined to see no 
small danger of a spread of 
communism. He put it this 
way: “Communism in Japan is 
outwardly seemingly insignifi- 
cant. In reality, however, it ex- 
ists underground. As a subver- 
sive movement, it constitutes a 
factor that cannot be ignored.”

“I've never been on Okinawa. 


I never carried a gun.” 


(Carroll, in a tape-recorded 
interview with a Milwaukee 
radio station commentator, said 
he was informed Kawachi and 
the other two assistant judges 
assigned to the Girard case are 
veterans of the bitterly-fought 
battle for Okinawa.) 

When informed of this by 
telephone, Kawachi laughed and 
pointed out that practically 
every Japanese male today over 
the age of 30, provided he was 
not a cripple, served in the arm- 
ed forces in some capacity dur- 
ing the war. ' 

The 50-year-old judge said dur- 
ing World War II he was a 
civil administrative official in 
Java attached to the Japanese 
army and handled civil court 
cases. 

“When the war ended,” he 
continued, “I went to Singapore 
where I was a defense lawyer 
in prisoner-of-war trials held by 
the British.”

¥50 Million Thief 
Arrested in Osaka 


OSAKA—A former convict 
who stole at least ¥50 million 
worth of cash, valuables and 
clothing from foreigners and 
wealthy Japanese in and out of 
the Kansai area has been arrest- 
ed in Osaka. 

The arrested man Kiyoshi 
Kurozaki, confessed to stealing 
¥320,000 worth of cash and 
clothing Jan. 2 from the home 
of Francis Holland, fire chief of 
the Itami Air Base, and amass- 
ing a loot totaling. ¥50 million 
in value on 300 separate occa- 
sions from last October to May 
21. 

Clifton B, Forster, public in- 
formation officer of the U.S. 
Consulate General in Kobe, was 
among the numerous victims. 

The stolen items were sold 
systematically through a second- 
hand goods dealer in Tokyo and 
two others in Osaka. The To- 
kyo dealer was arrested in the 
capital at the same time Kuro- 
zaki was nabbed here. 

Police are still looking for two 
of Kurozaki’s accomplices, 

Officers said Kurozaki had 
been arrested four times before 
and spent most of his time in 
jail since 1943.

Up to then, it had been be- 
lieved that Catholicism, intro- 
duced in Nagasaki about 400 
years ago by St. Francis Xavier, 
had been completely wiped out. 
Once credited with one million 
believers in Japan, the Christian 
movement had been subjected to 
tee oo by the Tokugawa 
Shogunate, climaxed by the Shi- 
mabara Riot of 1638. 


Little has been known, how- 
ever, regarding the faith group 
holding out along the coast of 
Kurosaki and Hirado, on the 
mainland of Kyushu, and in the 
Goto Islands to the west. 

Through his 20-year-long on- 
the-spot studies Prof. Takita 
has discovered that the old 
group with 30,000 adherents, 
descendants of the early Catho- 
lics, still uphold the Catholic 
faith as originally introduced 
by St. Xavier. The members 
have their own churches and 
refuse to join other Christian 
groups in Japan. 

They have a supreme leader, 
called “Grandfather,” and some 
120 elders, called “Fathers,” ac- 
cording to the professor. 

He said there are countless 
cells of believers led by “dis- 
ciples.” Their images of Christ 
and St. Mary have been hand- 
ed down since the days of 
Shogunate persecution. “ 


Prof. Takita said the seciud- 
ed Christians memorize long 
sermons by heart in old Japa- 
nese mixed with Latin and re- 
tain many interesting Christian 
traditions. 

With Government aid, Prof. 
Takita has already published a 
book on the people. 

He went on a two-year lec- 
ture tour of Europe and Amer- 
ica up to last May to let the 
world know about the group. 
He met the Pope at the Vatican 
during the trip.

000 tons will be decided by 
Japan.

Australians Query 
Textile Imports 


MELBOURNE (Kyodo-Reuter) 
—Australia’s rayon weaving in- 
dustry would be annihilated un- 
less heavy import duties were 
imposed on Japanese importers, 
the Tariff Board was told Thurs- 
day. 

With a trade agreement be- 
tween Australia and Japan im- 
minent, Thursday’s hearing was 
crowded with top executives 
from the textile trade. 

The board is meeting, at the 
request of Trade Minister John 
McEwen, to decide if protec- 
tion should be given to the Aus- 
tralian artificial fabrics indus- 
try by the imposition of import 
duties, 

Rayon and Cotton Weavers 
Association Executive Director 
A. Burgess, told the board that 
without the duties sought, the 
rayon weaving industry in Aust- 
ralia would be annihilated, and 
textile trade with the United 
Kingdom and most European 
countries would be disrupted. 

Existing rates of duty were 
not framed to protect the Aust- 
ralian industry against Japanese 
competition which would in- 
crease substantially as a result 
of the proposed trade agreement. 

Wages in the Japanese textile 
industry were one-sixth of the 
wages paid in Australia, 
Burgess said. 

In Japan the average rates 
were 13 shillings and fourpence 
(Australian) per day com- 
pared with 78 shillings and five- 
pence (Australian) per day in 
Australia, he said. 

Owen Smith, sales director of 
Burlington Distributers Pty. 
Ltd., New South Wales, said the 
Rayon Weavers Association 
wanted a tariff of three shillings 
(Australian) a square yard and 
half the total value imposed on 
Japanese imports.

With the acceptance of Mr. 


Maurice Bourges- 


Maunoury by the French National Assembly as Premier, 
Francé has again a Government to face the critical prob- 


lems that beset the country. 


Unfortunately, the margin vote of 240 to 194 which 
confirmed him in office was small, considering there are 
596 deputies in the Assembly, and this can only be held to 

‘Indicate that there is still no sufficient sense of national 
unity among the various political factions that seek to 
have 4 major say in who is to rule France. 

Under these circumstances, Mr. Bourges-Maunoury is 
not likely to have an easy task in trying to secure enough 

‘backing to deal in a really radical manner with France’s 


pressing problems. Indeed, 


reports indicate that his in- 


vestiture speech did not please the conservatives—who had 
voted for him—because he retained ex-Premier Guy Mol- 
let’s program for additional taxes and further social welfare 


measures. 


---~Apart from devising some plan to ease France’s critical 
financial position, the new Premier’s biggest problem will 
be to cope with the Algerian situation which has now 


reached fever heat. 


_ While this struggle in Algeria is the chief contributing 
factor to France’s financial difficulties, it is difficult to see 
an early end to the heavy expenditure involved. Mr. 
Bourges-Maunoury has already declared that France will 
not halt its battle with the Algerian rebels but he is 
prepared to initiate a program of reform in the administra- 
tion of that country which would involve considerable de- 


centralization measures. 


His plan is described as one founded on the gradual 
establishment of new political structures beginning at the 
local level. The idea is certainly sound in itself—Algerian 
administration has too long suffered from overcentraliza- 
tion—but whether in the present atmosphere of hatred 
and turmoil this new foundation can be laid is a matter 


for speculation. 
Regarded by the French 


as a part of France, Algeria 


has a population of some 9,125,000 of whom only 1,250,000 
are. Europeans, mostly French or of French descent. Ob- 
viously, the future of the country lies in the cooperation of 
the European and Moslem communities ir all spheres of 
life, including that of government. But to commence to 
“build a new Algeria,” to use the new French Premier’s 
phrase, will necessitate approval of plans by the duly elected 
representatives of the Algerian population and how long 
it will be for the holding of complete elections to become 


possibe who can say? 


Meanwhile, the conflict in which 


several hundred thousand French troops are engaged is 
eating up money at the rate of nearly $4,000,000 a day, 
and’ there is evidence that Communist and other agents 
are at work trying to prevent any reconciliation between 


the French and Moslems.

Plans for a Franco-Algerian federation, or even a 
North African federation—open to Morocco and Tunisia— 
have been suggested but these are naturally opposed by 
Pan-Arab elements. who look to a restoration of an Arab 

“Empire” embracing all those lands where Arabic, in one 
form or another, is still spoken. 
_ _Even if an improvement in the Algerian situation could 
be achieved, it must be some time before French finances 
can be set in order. The new Premier has admitted that 
these are “on the brink of collapse” and will require help 
from the gold reserves at the end of this month in order 
to make ends meet. The Banque de France gold reserves 
are estimated at about $1,000 million and so far the Gov- 
ernment has avoided dipping into them. Their use has 
hitherto only been considered possible as a last resort and 
as involving a serious blow to France’s future economy. 


...Khe new Premier’s five-point program on its economic 
side envisages an 18-month austerity period to help put 
the. finances in order, with new taxes totaling some $420,- 
000,000 .and reduction of $700,000,000 in nonmilitary 
expenditure, ratification of the European economc inte- 
gration treaties before the middle of next month and a 
speéed-ip plan for the development of the oil and other 


resources of the Sahara. 


Wholehearted action along these lines could doubtless 


secure measurable results. 


But we are inclined to believe 


another proposal—constitutional amendments to reinforce 
the executive in France and promote governmental stabil- 


ity—is of equal importance. 


The present constitutional 


arrangements, we fear, tend to encourage factional in- 
terests, render national effort difficult and give an im- 
pression. of lresitation and uncertainty to outsiders which 


is detrimental to France’s international position. 


It will 


be the hope of all friends of France that the nation will 
be able to conquer the present difficulties and play its 
full role in the development of modern civilization as 


it has done in the past.

A ‘People’s Rally’ 


Socialist Eileit to Pressure Kishi Ciimaxes in 0 Set'ot Demands ta US: 


The Socialist Party is mount- 
ing last-minute efforts to bring 
pressure to bear on Prime Minis- 
ter Nobusuke Kishi scheduled 
to depart for the U.S. tomorrow. 

Not entirely opposed in prin- 
ciple to the much heralded rd 
ney, the Socialists rather hope 
to let the Kishi mission refiect 
their own wishes. 

In the House of Re 
tives yesterday and in the 
House of Councillors today, the 
Socialists were scheduled to fire 
at top Government 
leaders on some of the major 
issues likely to be covered by 
“see proposed Washington par- 

ey. 

Of primary concern to the 
questioners is the defense build- 
up plan the Prime Minister is 
supposed to take to the U.S. 
Thus, the “long-range defense 
program” (to end in 1960), for- 
mally scheduled for adoption 
yesterday, was to be the center 
of discussion by the Cabinet 
committees in both houses. 

As of this writing, however, 
only Defense Chief Akira Koda- 
ki was slated to appear, and 
the Socialists were reportedly 
demanding the presence of the 
Prime Minister himself. 

Purpose Questioned 

Hiroo Wada, Socialist Party’s 
top policy-maker, expressed the 
attitude of his party when he 
told this writer this week: 

“We are not against the‘trip 
itself. What matters is for 
what purpose the Prime Minis- 
ter goes to Washington. He 
hasn’t said anything specifically 
during the last Diet session to 
our questions on such problems 
as defense, the Security Pact, 
Red China trade, and so forth.” 

“He certainly ought to tell 
the people more about what he 
will discuss in Washington.” 

Perhaps more spectacular, if 
not more personally harrassing 
to Kishi, will be the rally to 
be held at 1 p.m. today in the 
outdoor music stadium in Hibi- 
ya Park. 

Technically, it is sponsored 
by an executive committee or- 
ganized for the particular pur- 
pose. But the program is ac- 
tually a Socialist gesture to par- 
ticipate by proxy in the coming 
Washington parley. 

It is to let Kishi’s mission 
reflect demands of “the people,” 
as represented by no more 
than 120 organizations of labor, 
farmers, students, young men 
and women’s associations, “cul- 
tural” circles and “peace” 
groups. 

According to the program, a 
representative each of seven 
sponsoring bodies will serve on 
the Board of Chairmen to steer 
the rally. 

Five Resolutions 

Proposed for adoption by the 
assembly are five resolutions, 
whose subjects, though de- 
finitely trite by now, sum up 
and clarify the Socialist stand 
on some outstanding issues. 

There is, for instance, the 
familiar cry for “the return to 
Japan of administrative rights” 
on Okinawa and the Ogasawara 
Islands. f 

ginother resolution will call 
for ban on nuclear weapons 
tests by the U.S. Government. 
This resolution also demands 
that Kishi propose for U.S. ini- 
tiative in the prohibition by 
big powers ofthe tests and use 
of nuclear weapons. 

The “people’s rally” will 
voice its objection to the U.S.’s 
bringing into Japan of atomic 
weapons and  atom-powered 
armed units. 

According to the draft resolu- 
tion, the statement by Prime 
Minister Kishi that “it is not 
unconstitutional for the Self- 
Defense Forces to be equipped 
with nuclear weapons within 
the limits of self-defense” in- 
dicates the Government's inten- 
tion of making our Self-Defense 
Forces “a link in the chain of 
U.S. defense.” 

“This deepens the unconstitu- 
tional nature of our Self-De- 
fense Forces and aggravates the 
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7 Saturday, June 15 

-Asahi Shimbun endorsed the 
Government decision to tide 
over the present crisis in the 
nation’s ‘international account 
through enforcement of an over- 
alt economic policy at this time 
when the present tight money 
policy has come to be consider- 
ed insufficient for the purpose. 
The projected postponement of 
fiscal investments and loans or 

htening of private bank loans, 
which afe ‘abstractly incorporat- 
ed in’ the overall policy, it said, 
will not be very effective. The 
most important the paper said, 
is for the Government to set a 
clear*policy goal and push for- 
ward-‘with the cooperation of 

rivaté circles. The goal should 
be to Gut down the present ac- 
tive investment demand by 20 
per cent since it has been the 
major factor causing enlarged 
imports, it said. 

Mainichi Shimbun described 
the Government-decided overall 
economic policy, designed to im- 
proye’the deteriorating interna- 
tional...account, as being too 
abstratt. The paper expressed 
doubt as to whether the policy 
can be carried out on an over- 
all basis-between various Gov- 
ernment agencies. It especially 
regretted that both the Govern- 
ment and the Bank of Japan 
had differed in their approaches 
on the problem. The paper also 
lamented that the Finance Min- 
istry authorities have tried to 
evade nsibility for bring- 
ing about situation by blam- 
ing. Industrial circles for their 
excessive imports, while the lat- 
ter- accused the Ministry of mak- 
ing--@.-mistake in its financial 
policy.

Press Comments- 


Yomiuri Shimbun strongly ob- 
jected to the projected raise in 
the present consumer rice price. 
It is not without reason, the 
paper said, that the people are 
getting angry at the Government 
proposal now that they face 
austerity through the adoption 
by the Government of an over- 
all economic policy to improve 
the international account situa- 
tion. What will become of the 
lower income bracket when the 
higher rice price is enforced it 
asked. It can not be overlooked 
what effect the projected raise 
may have on general commodity 
prices it said. The raising of the 
consumer price of rice will con- 
front stiff opposition since price 
lowering and export promotion 
seem indispensable to improve 
the nation’s international ac- 
count, the paper warned. 


-_-----— 


Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai) re- 
gretted that some Japanese offi- 
cials are complicating the issue 
of jurisdiction over U.S. Army 
Specialist 3.C. William S. Girard 
by their remarks. The paper 
recalled that Ambassador to the 
United Nations Koto Matsudaira 
said at a television interview in 
America that some Japanese de- 
sire the withdrawal of U.S. 
forces from Japan, but that they 
are mostly leftists. It said Prime 
Minister Kishi also told a Tokyo 
correspondent of New York 
Times that the Socialist Party is 
using the Girard issue as a poli- 
tical weapon, and that the issue 
benefits only Soviet Union and 
Comraunist China, who are try- 
ing to drive a wedge between 
Japan and U.S. The paper 
doubted the need for complica 
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ing the case by dragging in 
Socialist Party, Soviet Union, 
Communist China and leftists. 


Osaka Shimbun (Osaka) 
doubted the propriety of grant- 
ing the right to strike to pub- 
lic corporation and Government 
enterprise workers as demand- 
ed by the Socialist Party and 
some university - professors. 
The paper pointed out that in 
the case of work stoppages by 
employes in private enterprises, 
the management is legally per- 
mitted to counter labor’s move 
by declaring a lockout. Even 
if employes of public enterprises 
such as National Railways 
were given the right to strike, 
it said, the management of 
those enterprises could not be 
permitted to resort to a lock- 
out. If the right to strike was 
given to public employes, the 
paper said, the management 
will always suffer a defeat. 


Nishi Nihon Shimbun (Fuku- 
oka) urged Prime Minister Ki- 
shi to detérmine his basic at- 
titude toward various Asian 
problems in preparation for hig 
forthcoming talks with US, 
leaders. In handling Asian 
problems, the paper said, the 
Prime Minister should not 
forget the existence of Com- 
munist China. The question 
is, it said, whether the Prime 
Minister will regard mainland 
China as a potentially aggres- 
sive power or as a power with 
which Japan can coexist. Ki- 
shi must seriously consider, it 
said, which view is more 
beneficial for easing the ten- 
sion in Asia and maintaining

crisis in the Far East,” says the 
draft resolution. 

Probably the most important 
of the resolutions to be approv- 
ec ig one on “the rescission of 
the Security Treaty and the Ad- 
ministrative Agreement” and 
“abolition: of military bases in 
Japan.” 

According to the draft resolu- 
tion, there are still more than 
500 U.S. military bases in Japan, 
which comprise a total area of 
340,000,000 tsubo, and the U.S. 
further attempts to expand 
them. As 

“As the result, our independ- 
ence is curtailed and our peace 
and security menaced... .” 

And all this is due, the reso- 
lution maintains, to the fact 
that Japan has signed a “series 
of unequal treaties,” namely, 
the U.S.Japan Security Treaty, 
Administrative Agreement and 
MSA Agreement. 

What the Socialists and their 
colleagues advocate, therefore, 
is this: 

“The U.S.Japan Security Pact 
must be rescinded, and in place 
of such military alliances as this 
and the Sino-Soviet Treaty of 
Friendship, there ought to be a 
new nonaggression, collective 
security, peace system in the 
Far East.’ 

“Thus, we demand that Prime 
Minister Kishi conclude with 
the U.S. authorities rescission of 
the U.S.-Japan Security Treaty.” 

Inevitably to be covered by 
the rally is the issue of U.S. 
and Japanese policy toward 
Communist China. 

This resolution demands that 
Kishi “promptly restore rela- 
tions with the People’s Govern- 
ment of China from a self-re- 
liant position.” « 

In meeting U.S. leaders, fur- 
thermore, the demand continues, 
the Prime Minister is to “dis- 
card the past policy of being 
subservient to the U.S., but in 
conformity to the overwhelming 
public opinion of the people of 
Japan, conduct an overall re 


push for U.S.’s settling the ques- 


of the status of Taiwan 
(through negotiations with two 
Chinas), U. recognition of 
(Communist) China, and abolli- 
tion of restrictions on trade with 
Red China. 

Following the afternoon pro- 
gram, at which these draft re- 
solutions are expected to be ap- 
proved intact, the rally chair- 
men will call on the Prime 
Minister on the very eve of his 
departure to hand him the “peo- 
ple’s demands on the U.S.” 

To what extent Kishi and the 
U.S. will heed such demands is 
a matter for speculation. 

Regardless of what is discuss- 
ed and what Kishi may or may 
not accomplish in Washington, 
however, the Socialists are de- 
termined to follow up their 
policy. 

Demand Diet Session 


The opinion is gaining ground 
within party leadership to ask 
for an extraordinary session of 
the Diet to be held in mid-July 
for hearing the Prime Minister’s 
report on the trips to the U.S. 
and to Southeast Asia. 


Also to be cited as a reason 
for the emergency session of 
the Diet is the recent aggrava- 
tion of Japan’s balance of inter- 
national payments. | 

The Socialist Party issued an 
announcement Thursday that 
“the worst economic crisis” 
Japan faces now is entirely to 
be blamed on the Kishi Cabi- 
net, 

“During the 26th Diet our 
party pointed out that the Gov- 
ernment was overly optimistic 
about the future of our economy 
and we warned against the crisis 
it was headed for,” the an- 
nouncement said. 

If all goes well for Socialist 
strategy, informed sources be- 
lieve, the mounting opposition 
will come to a climax in a Diet 
dissolution some time during 
the year.

Seeking New Facts of Earth

What is the real shape of the 
earth? When will the next earth- 
quake erupt? These are some of 
the questions for which scientists 
from 58 nations will seek answers 
during the “International Geophysi- 
cal Year.” In this fourth article of 
a series of five by top U.S. scientists 
active in “IGY,” Dr. Howard Tatel, 
secretary of the U.S. IGY panel on 
seismology and gravity, describes 
what earth scientists will do during 
IGY.—Editor, 


No one knows the precise 
shape of the earth. We know 
that it is not round; that it is 


flattened at the poles and bulges P 


at the equator. 


Since the earth is not a /per- 
fect sphere, gravity measure- 
ments vary from place to place 
around the globe, an object 
tending to weigh more near the 
poles and less near the equator. 
Gravity also varies as a result of 
local conditions: the height 
above sea level, and the com- 
position of the earth’s crust in 
the vicinity. 


These local variations are 
used by prospectors in searching 
for minerals and petroleum; 
they also are used by geophysic- 
ists to give an indication of the 
mass distribution in the earth’s 
crust, 

Local variations as well as 
large regional variations influ- 
ence the precise measurements 
made by astronomers and map- 
makers. | 


Because of the practical value 
on mapping and in,the explora- 
tion for minerals and petroleum, 
many local surveys of gravity 
have been made; these may also 
be useful in local geodetic sur- 
veys. But there still remain 
many gaps, particularly in the 
Arcti¢”“and Antarctic regions, in 
the world gravity network. 


The IGY gravity program 
seeks to complete, as far as pos- 
sible, global coverage. Advant- 
age will be taken of the occupa- 
tion of remote areas and of sup- 
ply trips to such areas to make 
gravity measurements where 
none have been made before, 
and the various separate gravity 
networks, largely natior.al, will 
be interconnec to establish a 
first-order in tional net- 
work, 


Related to these studies is the 
IGY program in seismology. Of 
prime importance in seismology 
is the study of earthquakes and 
their consequences. ismology 
has provided answers with some 
degree of success in outlining 
regional and local areas that are 
most vulnerable to earthquake 
damage and determining the 
optimum construction to mini- 
mize earthquake damage #4o 
structures. 

The powerful energies releas- 
ed during a large earthquake 
spread through the earth. By 
studying the téime it takes for 
these waves to move various 
distances from the area of the 
shock, information about the 
velocity of earthquake waves 
and the densities of the earth’s 
crust and interior have been 
found. | “ 

In fact, the efforts of seismo- 
logists have contributed most to 
our understanding of the vari- 
ous layers or shells that form 
the earth’s interior. The prob- 
lem of forecasting earthquakes 
is being attacked through the 
study of the accumulated strains 


and which may result in earth- 
quakes. 


Seismological studies have 
long been conducted on an in- 
ternationally cooperative. basis, 
and there is now a network of 
about 300 seismograph “listen- 
ing” stations over the world, 
with many additional specialized 
types of equipment located in 
areas of frequent earthquakes. 


During the IGY there will be 
an increase in the number of 
seismographic stations through- 
out the world, with the em- 
hasis on such vast areas as the 
Pacific Ocean, the Antarctic con- 
tinent, and the Atlantic Ocean 
basin where such installations 
are scarce or non-existent. A 
total of over 20 new earthquake 
recording stations are planned 
during the IGY, and it is expect- 
ed that others will eventually 
be added. 


Strange as it seems, even to- 
day man does not know the 
precise position of certain is- 
lands or even how far apart.the 
continents are. Some islands 
may be as much as a mile from 
where we think they are. Some 
20 IGY stations around the 
world will make observations 
for a more exact determination 
of longitude and latitude. There 
are a number of problems in- 
volved in these studies, 


One method of dete 
latitude and _ longitude is 
through the moon position cam- 
era, a camera which photo- 
graphs the moon in relation to 
the surrounding  stars—the 
moon image is held fixed while 
the stars, which require longer 
exposure times, are photograph- 
ed. Several observations by a 
station on a single night will 
accurately determine the posi- 
tion of that station—and give 
us true distances. 


The value of these three re- 
lated studies is obvious. Mdd- 
ern navigation demands accu- 
rate maps—we must know 
where we are and where we 
are roing... The study of earth- 
quakes cannot, of course, pre- 
vent them, but it can help us 
to design structures better able 
to withstand shocks; it may also 
give us advance “warning of 
earthquakes, 


The establishment of a uni- 
form world geodetic system is 
one of the objects of these pro- 
grams. To find a_ particular 
point on the earth’s surface we 
must know accurately the 
earth’s radius at that point. To 
know the earth’s radius, we 
must know the shape of the 
earth, and the shape of the 
earth can best be determined 
by the worldwide chain of sta- 
tions operating under the In- 
ternational Geophysical Year.

Koshiro Okakura has all Asia 
and Africa for his field, and he 
rebukes Kishi for trying to be 
friendly toward both the United 
States and the  Asia-Africa 
group. Smiles for both are im- 
possible, and Kishi should re- 
serve his smiles for the latter. 


‘Also in Sogo, Tetsu Asakura 
compares the American Embas- 
sy and the Soviet Embassy. The 
former is large enough and con- 
spicuous, enough, he finds, to 
be a whole foreign ministry in 
itself, the latter is very modest 
indeed. Some of the informa- 
tion is, to say the least, dubi- 
ous. When we-are told of the 
frightening guard before the 
American Embassy and the 
happy flow in and out of the 
Soviet Embassy, we wonder 
\.hether Asakura has ever been 
for a look at either place. 


We may also doubt whether 
the work of the Soviet Embassy 
is, as he says, almost entirely 
of an economic nature, and 
whether Ambassador Allison 
did in fact dislike Japanese and 
refuse to see them. Still, his 
article is not to be ignored. He 
points out what other sources 
confirm, that the Soviet Embas- 
sy is at great pains, following 
the example of Bulganin and 
Khrushchev in India, to be as 
cool as possible to the Japanese 
Communist Party and as warm 
as possible to almost everyone 
else. 

His conclusion is distressing 
if true: “On the Tokyo front, 
at least, the United States is 
aggressive and yet on the de- 
fensive. The Soviet Union is 
roserved and inconspicuous, and 
yet is piling up point after 
point.”

PERSONAL AND ORIENTAL, by 
Austin Coatés. 260 pp. Harper. $4. 


This book takes the reader to 
the Far East—Japan, Hongkong, 
Burma, the Philippines, India. 
Author Coates, a son of the Brit- 
ish composer-conductor'§ Eric 
Coates and a colonial official in 
the Far East, travels by emotion- 
al radar. He waits for snatches 
of dialogue, mystic moods, 
glimpsed scenes, to flash like 
pips across his screen of con- 
sciousness and tell him how a 
people feels or where it is go- 
ing. Such pips often come at 
the oddest moments. 

A smartly dressed, tart-tongu- 
ed Chinese career woman from 
Hongkong brought Coates a pair 
of knitted socks after a business 
trip to Taiwan. Asked the sur- 
prised Coates; “You knitted 
them in—in Taipei?” Quipped 
she sardonically: “Of course, 
dear. In Taipei everybody knits 
—nothiag else to do.” 

Watching the sacred wooden 
temples of Nara, 8th century 
capital of Japan, Author Coates 
senses the painstaking, frustrat- 
ing drive toward perfectionism 
in the Japanese soul, virtually 
the only high civilization ever to 
record and preserve its architec- 
tural masterpieces in wood for 
centuries (“What were Florence 
and Venice when Nara was in 
its prime? Charlemagne was not 
born. ..’). 

Today, suggests Coates, Asia is 
chucking out a lot of dead 
wood, including inferiority com- 
plexes left over from colonial 
days. While it avidly apes Wes- 
tern techniques, the East will no 
longer tolerate the propaganda 
peddlers of “West Is Best” signs.
